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Totalitarian methods fail to stop BNP meeting 


LAST MONTH, as is traditional every year, the nation paid homage to its dead of two world 
wars. Many speeches and sermons were delivered, and all of them will have contained 
plentiful references to the notion that our war heroes fought for freedom. But while all this 
was being said, the reality was very different. In the 50 years since the last war waged for this 
precious ‘freedom’, Britain has been turned by its rulers, by gradual and subtle degrees into 
something more resembling a totalitarian state. 


It is a totalitarianism dedicated to what we 
have come to know as ‘political correctness' - the 
enforcing upon our people of policies determined 
in high places, without the slightest reference to 
the peoples' will or consent. 

Together with this, there has come about state 
and media-sponsored criminalisation of opinions 
which run contrary to these policies, particularly 
opinions which challenge the ruling dogma of 
multi-racialism. 

The British National Party, the movement that 
leads the fight against the state-enforced policies 
of non-white immigration, and multi-racialism, 
and speaks up for white Britain, sampled the 
police-state methods of the present Tory 
Government last month when it held its annual 
rally - a yearly gathering of party members that 
takes place every Autumn. This year's rally was, 
in fact, timed to be held the very day before 
Remembrance Sunday on November 12th.. 

The party had booked a hall for the event at a 
hotel in Essex. For reasons of security, and to 
avoid demonstrations and rioting by left-wing 
opposition, the location was not publicised in 
advance. Those attending were to be directed to 
assembly points, from which it was planned they

would be escorted by stewards to the place of the 
meeting. 

About eleven days before the event, a 
representative of the hotel management rang the 
BNP, and told us that our booking had been 
cancelled. On our asking why, he said the hotel 
had been visited by police, who had warned the 
management against letting the meeting go ahead. 

Arrangements were hastily made to book an 
alternative hall for the meeting. 

A location was obtained at another hotel, this 
time in Central London. Shortly afterwards, 
however, the hotel mangeress telephoned to 
inform us that it had been necessary to cancel the 
booking because, due to a mistake, hotel staff had 
allowed the conference room in question to be 
‘double-booked'. While the manageress would 
not budge from this story, it was quite clear to the 
BNP that the same thing had happened as with 
the hotel in Essex: police had got in contact and 
‘advised’ that the hotel should not permit the hire 
of the premises to the BNP. 

The very fact that the police had 'rumbled' the 
BNP's booking of the hotel in Essex - which was 
Situated in a remote corner of the county -

NO REASONABLE sane 
person could do otherwise than 
be sickened by the sad death of 
Richard Everitt - a 15-year-old 
white boy who never caused 
any harm to anyone at all. 

In fact, Richard tried to be 
friendly to everyone. His reward 
was being stabbed to death by a 
gang of Asian youths. 

Richard lived just 200 yards 
from his school, South Camden, 
but he was very often picked up 
by his father. In his mother's 
words:''There has been racial 
trouble at the school for years, 
but Camden Council have been 
too ‘politically correct' to deal 
with it." 

Eight months before his death, 
Richard was threatened by an 
Asian wielding a knife in the 
school canteen. He was 
surrounded by a gang of 
Bengalis. One punched him in 
the face, while another tried to 
stab him with a concealed knife. 
A teacher witnessed the incident. 

Richard's parents wanted the 
police called in, but the school 
said the 14-year-old with the 
knife was a good lad. Richard's 


parents would not budge until 
the police came, and the knife 
wielding youth was cautioned. 
Richard started faking illness 
to avoid school. 

Not long after Richard was 
murdered. Badrul Miah, 20, has 
received a life sentence for the 
crime, and Showkat Akbar, 19, 
three years for violent disorder. 
Whoever actually struck the 
fatal blow was not caught. 

As awreath placed at the spot 
where Richard was killed so 
sadly said: 'A victim of the multi- 
racial society’.

All over the world there are 
areas which have changed 
hands during the historical ebb 
and flow of conquest, 
reconquest, or simply as a 
result of general population 
movements.

The recent murder of the 
Israeli Prime Minister, Mr. 
Rabin, reflects acontemporary 
and classic instance of the 
nightmare when countries fall 
under a dual claim. 

Both Palestinians, and 
Israelis by historical argument, 
firmly believe they have rightful 
sovereignty.Any deal is 
rejected bysome on both sides 
- with the murder of Rabin a 
result on the Israeli side. 

It is a truism that people 
rarely ‘appreciate’ their 
blessings until they face the 
loss of them. The British have 
felt so secure in their island 
fortress for so long - all 
invaders repelled for a 
millennia - that few are even 
aware of the rare benefit they 
have enjoyed. 

A wise leadership would 
ensure that such a benefit 
continued. Our own leaders, 
during the past fifty years since 
the end of the Second World 
War, have offered us a 
continuum of foolishness and 
short-sightedness. 


One of the principle policies | 


has been a determination to 
Balkanise ourcountry, without 
the slightest democratic 
mandate for such an action. All 
the lessons of history, all the 
past wars and devastations 
inflicted on humankind, might 
as well never have occurred as 
far as they are concerned. 

Successive Governments are 
systematically encouraging 
millions of people - particularly 
from the Asian subcontinent - 
to believe themselves to have 
territorial rights in Britain - 
rights which if imposed in the 
opposite direction they 
| themselves would rightly reject 
as absurd. 

If millions of white people 
migrated to, for instance, Sri 
Lanka the liberals would fall 
over themselves in their

operation, enlisting the cooperation of 
several police forces to comb the whole 
of the London area, plus a large part of 
the Home Counties beyond, to find the 
location of the party's rally. 

Police must have approached 
hundreds - possibly even thousands - 
of establishments capable of 
accommodating hundreds of people, 
enquired about bookings for November 
11, and then short-listed places and 
bookings to determine whether the 
hirers were the BNP. 

The operation must have costa great 
deal of taxpayer's money - at a time 
when serious crime is escalating 
because of inadequate police resources 
to deal with it. 

` Eventually, after some difficulty, the 
party was able to hire two rooms ın an 
East End public house - much too 
small - but the event went ahead. 

Even then the police had not finished 
their efforts to make trouble for us. 


COACH 


The driver of a coach, which had 
brought party supporters from the 
Leeds and Bradford area, was 
approached by officers as he waited to 
collect his passengers after the rally, 
and told he must leave the area 
immediately and drive home to 
Yorkshire without them - otherwise 
he would be arrested! 

Absolutely no justification, in the 
way of any threat of a breach of the 
peace, existed for this action by the 
police - no opposition was anywhere 
in the vicinity -ın fact there was not the 
slightest trouble all day.

Jewish leaders want to criminalise 
all expressions of discontent about 
immigration, and also put people in 
prison who dare to question, however 
politely, Jewish views about the history 
of the Second World War. 


LAWFUL 


Ultimately, however, responsibility for 
the outrageous infringement of the 
BNP's rights to express political views 
lies with the political establishment of 
this country - in other words the present 
Tory Government. 

All this was carried out against a 
perfectly lawful political party, with a 
policy of campaigning by wholly 
constitutional and peaceful means - 
such is John Major's Britain.

GLYNIS BURLEIGH was only 
twelve when she was hideously 
disfigured by a bomb planted in a 
railway station in Johannesburg in 
1964. 

The bomb was placed on a seat on 
which Ms. Burleigh was sitting with 
her grandmother. Her grandmother 
died in the blast, and Ms. Burleigh 
spent seven months in hospital poised 
between life and death. Her father died 
prematurely - Ms. Burleigh believes 
because of the strain of giving re- 
peated skin grafts to aid attempts to 
restore her ravaged face. 


PHOSPHORUS 


23 other people were injured - particu- 
larly by terrible burns from the phos- 
phorus contained in the bomb. 

Ms. Burleigh's hand was withered 
by the blast, and she was refused em- 
ployment because of her appearance. 
She became a roadsweeper after com- 
ing to Britain in the early 1970s. 

The bomb which nearly killed Ms. 
Burleigh was planted by the African 
Resistance Movement, a white terror- 
ist organisation which sought to over- 
throw the white government of South 
Africa. 


HANGED 


The person who actually planted the 
bomb, John Harris, was hanged. An- 
other member of the terrorist gang, 
John Lloyd, turned state's evidence, 
and later emigrated to Britain, where 
he rose ın the Labour Party by joining 
the anti-apartheid movement. 

The members of the bomb gang, 
which planted numerous other devices 
in attacks on targets like electricity 
pylons, are thoughtto have been mainly 
Jewish. Baruch Hirson got nine years.

THE HOME SECRETARY, 
Michael Howard, met Bernie Grant 
recently after the Tottenham MP 
proposed cash payouts to enable 
blacks to return to their countries of 
origin. 

The meeting 1s regarded as the first 
formal recognition by the government 
of the case for resettlement grants - 
something for which the BNP has cam- 
paigned for years. 

Mr. Grant raised a storm two years 
ago, after a meeting was taped at which 
he spoke - some claimed - of 'repatria- 
tion'. Mr. Grant says he referred to 
‘reparations’ for colonial rule. 

The black MP is notorious for his 
remark that police 'got a good hiding' 
after PC Blakelock was murdered dur- 
ing the Broadwater Farm riot. Grant 
claims the remark was invented by the 
press, and now tapes all interviews. 

Mr. Grant was invited to the Home 
Office several weeks ago, after asking 
the Home Secretary to provide a pack- 
age of support for people who wanted 


to return. Michael Howard's reply said 
there were no plans at present for such 
a measure, but he was willing to dis- 
cuss It. 

Bernie Grant says that many people 


in the black community have contacted — 


him to ask for assistance in going 
home. He points out that the Northern 
Ireland Office recently adopted a 
scheme called 'Making it back home’ 
to help emigrant entrepreneurs return 
to Ulster. Up to £35,000 a person is on 
offer, plus £4,000 for each job created. 

Last year over 3,000 returned to 
Jamaica. There is already a govern- 
ment agency called International So- 
cial Services to assist return, but the 
financial help available is derisory. 

Mr. Grant suggests help of up to 
£100,000 per family for members of 
his own community, and points out the 
savings which would be made by a 
reduced burden on UK health and so- 
cial services.

BERNIE GRANT MP funkeda radio 
debate with the BNP during 
November. Both Mr. Grantand BNP 
spokesman Michael Newland had 
been invited to appear on the Oxford 
University student radio station 
Oxygen. 

Shortly after Mr. Newland's arrival 
at the station, and his noting Mr. Grant's 
presence, he was told that the MP had 
‘pulled out’ after being told that the 
BNP would be on the programme - 
about ideology and whether such a 
thing was now dead ın politics.

The programme is thought to be the 
first time in decades that anyone from 
the nationalist camp has spoken to a 
British university. Mr. Newland re- 
cently spoke atthe UK campus ofa US 
college.

@ Also during November, spokesman 
Michael Newland appeared on 
Jonathan King's show on Talk Radio 
UK. 

The BNP answered questions for 
about thirty-five minutes. Mr. King 
made it very clear that he did not agree 
with the BNP, but supported freedom 
of speech - something for which the 
BNP has always argued.

DR. CHARLES GOODHART 
(pictured), a fellow of Gonville and 
Caius College, Cambridge, says that 
human beings are descended from a 
pale-skinned northern tribe, and not 


hairy Africans as often claimed. 


Dr. Goodhart does not deny that 
mankind originated in Africa, but says 
that many of the changes which led to 
homo sapienssoccurred 100,000 years 
ago in northern latitudes. 

The academic told the Linnean So- 
ciety in London that loss of body hair 
had not been explained. Most tropical 
mammals, including monkeys, contin- 
ued to have thick hair.

of chromosomes to 23 as they lost hair

Fireworks are mainly let off throughout 
October and November, not just to celebrate 
Diwali and Guy Fawkes night. 


@ (Keep all pets safe indoors after dark. Shut all 
windows and doors and tum on the television 
or radio to help drown out the loud bangs. 


Caged rabbits and other pets should be 
taken into a garage or outbuilding. 


Never let off fireworks near any animal. 

Horses or farm livestock in nearby fields and 
wild creatures in neighbouring woodland will 
be terrified. 


Build bonfires as late as possible and make a 
final check before they are lit - hedgehogs 
and other small animals may have crawled 
inside. 


if you are having a firework display or bonfire 
wam your neighbours and local farmers in 
advance so they can take the necessary 
precautions. ideally, why not go to your local 
community display?

Family murdered and live 
baby stolen from womb 


THREE MEMBERS of a family of 
four (pictured) have been murdered 
in Addison, Illinois, in one of the 
most repulsive murder cases ever 
seen even in a country of horrifying 
brutality. 

Deborah Evans (28) and her two 
eldest children, Samantha and Joshua, 
were all stabbed to death. The eight- 
year-old boy was tortured. The killer 
then cut open the uterus of the preg- 
nant mother with household scissors, 
and stole the foetus, which was found 
alive in the arms of a woman arrested 
by police. The youngest child, Jordan, 
was found alive. 2 

The former boy friend of Evans, a 
welfare mother, and the father of the 


unborn child, has also been arrested. 
Laverne Ward, who is black, has been 
charged with murder. The woman ar- 
rested was his cousin, who had tried to 
have a child and failed. 

The case has created a political storm 
inthe US, after the Republican Speaker 
ofthe House of Representatives, Newt 
Gingrich, said the case showed a coun- 
try which for generations had not had 
the guts to talk about right and wrong. 

Mr. Gingrich has been condemned 
by Democrats for his remarks as indi- 
cating 'a lack of moral compass' on his 
part. He had referred to a criminal 
system which tolerated drug dealers, 
and awelfare system which subsidised 
people for doing nothing. 


Drug MPs. friend had 
string of convictions 


LABOUR MP Clare Short, who recently 
said that Britain's drugs nightmare 
should be worsened by the legalisation 
of cannabis, had a close friendship with 
a Barbadian gangster who was shot 
dead in 1979. 

John Daniel, who had convictions for 
fraud, wounding, theft, possession of can- 
nabis, and living off immoral earnings, 
shared a house in Birmingham with Short 
for several years during the 1970s.. 

When journalists enquired about her 
connections with Daniel in 1991, she de- 
manded controls on the press. She told 
MPs: "Many people can testify to this 
man's character. He was known and liked 
by many good people." 

Her success in getting the Ladywood 
seat was partly due to her connections 
within the black community, which she 
nurtured by becoming, in 1978, director 
of a group called All Faiths for One Race, 
which had the police and legal system as 
a target. She wrote a report about ‘police 
harassment' of blacks. Pa 

Another Barbadian, Labour councillor 
James Hunte, says he could tell that Short 
and Daniel were close by the way they 
touched. Hunte says Daniel had an arse- 
nal of weapons and mixed with criminals. 


JOHN DANIEL: Barbadian 
gangster who police say was 
shot dead in a gangland 
killing in 1979. He shared a 
house in Lozells with MP 
Short for several years in the 
1970s., during which they 
were Close friends.

A TORY council leader has been 
arrested for gross indecency in 
a public toilet. 21 men are due to 
appear in court, following police 
surveillance of lavatories at the 
beauty spot of Cowley Sale on 
theThames. Among others 
charged with indecency are an 
unnamed vicar, and an ex- 
policeman. 

Basil Miles (pictured), a former 
mayor of Spelthorne Council near 
Heathrow, and a former bank 
manager, has resigned as leader 
of the council. Miles, 57, contin- 
ues to represent Halliford and 
Sunbury West, guarding a Tory 
majority of two on the council. 

All the men charged were ar- 
rested after a five-day police sur- 
veillance of the toiletsnear Walton 
‘Bridge in Surrey. Police collected 
23 tapes of time lapse film. 

Miles is married, and a trustee 
of Spelthorne Farm for the Handi- 
capped, as well as being a gover- 
nor of three schools, and a church- 
goer. Another councillor, Gerry 
Ceaser, has been elected leader of 
the council to replace Miles. 

In July's BN we reported on 
how Councillor Tony Page, chair- 
man. of the ruling Labour group 
on Reading council, had been ar- 
rested after being caught perform- 


ing a sex act with another man in 
the town's railway station disabled 
toilets. In this issue we report on 
how a member of the Liberal 
Democrats National Executive 
has been charged with running a 
homosexual disorderly house.

THE FAR-RIGHT British 
National Party is aiming to 
field 50 candidates at the 
next General Election in an 
attempt to gain national tele- 
vision and radio air time. 


If successful; the party, 


which is in favour of compul- 
sory répatriation of non- 


whites, would also be able to. 


take advantage of free mass 
mailing, paid for by the tax- 
payer, to millions of homes. 

Under the Representation 
of the People Act, any party 
contesting 50 or more seats 
at a General Election is auto- 
matically entitled to a five- 
minute broadcast on tele- 
vision and radio. 

Although the parties main- 
tain editorial control, the 
broadcast must ‘‘observe the 
law and accept its standards 
of broadcast”. 

BNP spokesman Michael. 
Newland said he was confi- 
dent that the party could 
fund and mobilise 50 candi- 
dates; unless a snap election 
was called in the next few 
months. 

‘We will encourage as 
many branches as possible to 
raise the necessary funds,”’ 
he said. ‘‘They would only 
need £1,000 each — £500 for 
the deposit and £500 for 
printing the leaflets — that 
should not be too difficult if 
the Government decides to 
go full term, as we expect.” 

He admitted that the 
‘‘huge publicity distribu- 
tion” was an attraction and 
that qualifying for a party 
political broadcast would be 
‘a focus” for members.

Anti-fascist groups were 
dubious about the BNP’s 
ability to muster 50 candi- 
dates. It failed to do so in the 
1992 and 1987 elections, con- 
testing only about 20 seats on 
each occasion.

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Memorial to PC Dunne scrapped 


A PLANNED MEMORIAL to 
murdered police officer Pat Dunne 
has been scrapped - after fears for 
the effect on house prices in the 
area where he died. 

The Police Memorial Trust had 
wanted to erect the tribute in Cato 
Road, Clapham, at the spot where the 
local bobby was shot down. 

Lambeth Council has now barred 
the memorial after consultations with 
residents. They say one resident ob- 
jected on grounds that it might affect 
the value of their house. 


The family of PC Dunne were 
stunned by the decision. The matter 
will now have to go to arbitration. 

The chairman of the memorial trust, 
film director Michael Winner, said 
that the decision was "an insult to the 
officer, his family, and the police." 

"We have 16 other memorials and 
every other council has dealt with this 
by leading, and not letting one person 
insult the memory of aman who gave 
his life for the community.” 3 

The shot officer, who was 44 when 
he died, was murdered after answer- 


ing a routine call about a break- 
in. After being shot PC Dunne 
pushed another man, musician 
William Danso, who also died, 
out of the line of fire. 

No one has been brought to 
justice for the murder of PC 
Dunne.

ITALY MOVES TO 
EXPEL MIGRANTS 


TENT CITY: Albanian immigrants near Brindisi 


THE ITALIAN GOVERNMENT 
has approved measures allowing 
the immediate expulsion of illegal 
immigrants who commit crimes. 

The move follows pressure from 
the Northern League, whose sup- 
port the government needs to force 
through its budget. League leader 
Umberto Bossi had threatened to 
oppose all amendments to the 1996 
budget unless action was taken 
against criminal immigrants. The 
Italian government is backed by a 
coalition. 

Some Northern League members 
have caused a storm with their out- 
spoken comments on the immigra- 
tion issue. Senator Erminio Boso 
called for air force Hercules trans- 
port planes to be placed in five main 
cities to repatriate immigrants. 

"They should be given parachutes 
as well. That way we can just open 
the door and dropthem out when the 
plane flies over their country" said 
Mr. Boso. "If Hercules transports 
are not enough we can put them in 


merchant ships full of bunk beds and 
take them back home.” 

The government's move 1s, predict- 
ably, opposed by the formerly commu- 
nist Democratic Party of the Left 
(PDS). The vice-head of the PDS in 
parliament, Fabio Mussi, said he had 
received hundreds ofmessages accus- 
ing him of being a'defender of blacks’. 

"They are notjust interested in send- 
ing home the criminal elements among 
the immigrant population. They want 
all blacks to be deported" he said. 

The PDS, which hoped to win the 
next election in alliance with the North- 
ern League, has been divided over the 
immigration issue. 

The Vatican newspaper, Osserv- 
atore Romano, says government plans 
"mark the first step towards a culture 
which rejects others, and to view for- 
eigners as the enemy against whom it 
is necessary to defend oneself." 

It remains to be seen whether the 
new legislation will be enforced. The 
current practice is give expelled immi- 
grants a rail ticket to France.

‘RACE HATE’ CEMETERY 
ATTACK SHAM EXPOSED 


ANOTHER 'Neo-Nazi race hate at- 
tack' has been exposed asa sham. An 
international outcry broke out in 
1990 when the Jewish cemetery in 
Carpentras was desecrated. Tomb 
stones were overturned, and the body 
of a recently buried man dug up. 

The then Minister of the Interior, 
Pierre Joxe, accused Jean-Marie Le 
Pen's Front National of being respon- 
sible. Shortly afterwards a large dem- 
onstration was held in Paris. Then 
President Francois Mitterrand at- 
tended, and an effigy of M. Le Pen was 
hanged. 

Although the police, after months of 
investigations, were unable to sub- 
stantiate the claims against the FN, the 
cemetery attack went into the interna- 
tional media's 'race attack’ mythology 
to be endlessly quoted as fact. 

Sources in Carpentras now say that 
the perpetrators were local youths from 
'good families’. Six teenagers were in- 
volved in a witchcraft game, ın which 
participants must 'surrender their souls 
to a buried king’. 

It is said that the youths come from 
influential families, thus preventing 


' police investigations. 


M. Le Pen has now called for a 
public apology from the authorities for 
being ‘wrongly accused’ of the des- 
ecration. At a rally in Carpentras dur- 
ing November, attended by 10,000 
people, M. Le Pen said his party was 
Francophile, notracist or anti-semitic. 

"While we demand that the perpe- 
trators of the desecration be severely 
punished, their crime seems to me 
infinitely less important than the slan- 
derous denunciations which followed 
it” said M. Le Pen. 

A 2,000 strong left-wing mob tried 
to obstruct the meeting, but were kept 
away by police after a struggle. 


@Inrecent years the media in West- 
ern countries has been quite shame- 
less in its willingness to promote 
bogus ‘race hate’ attack stories 
mostly invented by communists. 

Political establishments have 
been only too willing to support a 
multitude oflies reminiscent of black 
propaganda in wartime. 

In November's BN we reported 
on a supposed 'Nazi' graffiti smear- 
ing, and subsequent arson attack, 
on a Jewish apartment building in 
the US. The owners were found to 
have staged the attacks.as part of an 
insurance fraud - the arson described 
to BN as ‘Jewish lightning’ by one 
member of that community. 

Atthe BNP's recent Annual Rally, 
in East London, a police officer, of 
apparently foreign extraction, ac- 
cused members leaving the event of 
burning crosses, and putting 
excretur in the letter boxes of immi- 
grants. At all costs patriotic people 
must be constantly smeared, as with 
the FN in France. 

Public belief in the black propa- 
ganda is now thankfully weakening 
- the recent admission concerning 
street attacks, by London police 
commissioner Paul Condon, has 
exposed official attempts to ‘keep 
the facts about a consequence of 
immigration from the public. 

An indication that bogus 'race 
attack' stories are no longer so use- 
ful is given by the fact that the UK 
Jewish Chronicle recently reported 
the real facts about Carpentras. 

The new technique used by the 
enemies of Britain is a wave of 
attempts to employ the civil law to 
bar BNP activities - as in the recent 
local council action against the 
party's bookshop.

Annual rally beats massive state sabotage 


THE BRITISH NATIONAL PARTY'S 1995 rally 
went ahead on November: 11, after defying a mas- 
Sive sabotage operation unprecedented in the 
party's history. As we report on page one, there is 
strong evidence that the attempts to block our 
annual meeting were carried out by the police on 
the orders of Government and the Home Office. 
It was intended to hold the meeting in spacious 
hotel conference facilities. Two such facilities were 
booked forthe event- and then lost - but the rally went 
ahead anyway in a public house in the East End. 
The two rooms in the public house were much too 
small, and most had to stand. Many had to strug ggle to 
hear the speeches from the adjoining room, since 
there was simply not the room to squeeze them all in 
for the meeting chaired by BN editor John Morse. 
as happened in Hainault 
some years ago when main venues were lost for the 
rally, simply added to the atmosphere. The whole 
event was a great success with acollection of £3,600, 


The packed meeting 


and ended in great enthusiasm. 


The first speaker was National Organiser Richard 
Edmonds, who emphasised how important was the 
plan to stand 50 candidates at the general election. 

It was clear, he said. how totally “disillusioned the 


BNP National Press Officer Michael 
Newland spoke next. He said that the 
liberal system was falling apart, as many 
signs showed. The mass media in the 
last year had begun to carry frequent 
attacks on liberal dogma. Who would 
have thought ayear beforethat London's 
Police Commissioner would make a 
statement on mugging like that of Paul 
Condon? 

The BNP had won the arguments on 
most issues, and our most controversial 
policies were now about economics. 

Free trade’ was still supposed to be 
unquestionably right for Britain. and 
the party's campaigning on economic

Next came our second international 
guest Dr. William Pierce. head of the 
US National Alliance. Dr. Pierce is one 
of the most interesting personalities on 
the political scene. and the BNP was 
most gratetul to him for coming to speak. 

He began his address by stressing 
how ditterent were the conditions faced 
by nationalists in the US when com- 
pared with Britain. The US hada consti- 
tution allowing a greater degree of free- 
dom of speech 

The National Alliance focussed on 
producing high quality political mate- 
rial. rather than on elections. The NA's 
radio programme American Dissident 


British public had become with the main political 
parties, and tremendous opportunities beckoned for 
the BNP if it can manage such a breakthrough - not 
achieved by any nationalist group since our party's 
showing in the early 1980s. 

_ Thomas Andersson, afthe Sweden Democrats, spoke 
next as the first of two overseas speakers. The Swedish 
party has similar aims to the BNP, and Mr. Andersson 
spoke of the now massive immigrant problem in his 
country. Swedes, he said, are the descendants of 
Vikings, and havea proud history. Liberalism, and the 
weltare state, had sapped the old Viking spirit, which 
the SD was determined to revive. 

Next the rally heard informative reports from re- 
gions around the country. Iain Wilson (Yorkshire), 
Christian Jackson (North West England), Keith Axon 
(Midlands),Warren Bennett (Scotland), and Barry 
Osborne (East London)all spoke of the progress being 
made by the party and of their determination to move 
us on to better and better things. 

Barry Osborne remarked that, when he won 20% in 
East London a year or two ago, he thought it would 
never be beaten, but before long Derek Beackon won 
an election with a far higher percentage. No one 
should underestimate the potential for the party.

Voices reached millions of listeners in 
the USA, and even some in Europe and 
Britain on short-wave.Such broadcasts 
would not be allowed in Britain.

to smash the BNP - culminating in the 
attempts to prevent the Annual Rally 
taking place.
